brother suspected what 
had happend and accused 
him of the crime, Parks 
said. 

Asked what he thought 
might have caused the 
murder, Parks said the 
suspect's brother told him 
that his brother had been 
short changed by Ms. 
Peterman during a 
business transaction at the 
pizzeria. 

Having been told by the 
suspect's brother that he 
wanted to see justice done, 
Parks armed with his 
evidence started to go to 
the authorities, but was 
warned by a friend on the 
police force that the in- 
vestigating officer Lt. Paul 
Short was a “racist” and 
not to expect much to hap- 


pen. 

Parks alleges when he 
finally took his _informa- 
tion to the police, the 
authorities knew as much 
about the case as he did, 
even down to the fact that 
the suspect's mother had 
attempted to help her son 
escape to Arizona. 

He claims that although 
the murder weapon and 
extra shells have been 
identified and the 
authorities know about the 
suspect that they have 
been reluctant to move for 
an arrest because ‘the 
police are friends of the 
suspect's family."

Atlanta Philanthropist Sheds Mask In 
Delivery Of *7-Million To Atlanta U. 


Robert W. Woodruff, Atlanta's famous 
“anonymous donor,” has shed his usual 
cloak of secret philanthropy and an- 
nounced a personal gift of $7-million to 
the Atlanta University Center Library 
campaign — bringing to $10 million the 
total amount of Woodruff source gifts 

~contributed toward this drive. 

In @ letter to Vernon E. Jordan Jr., the 
Atlanta University Center's board chair- 
man, which Woodruff personally tran- 
smitted to Chancellor Charles W. 
Merideth, Woodruff announced his in- 
tention of ensuring that the new library 
“becomes a reality for the Center at the 
earliest possible date.” 

Woodruff’s gift will assure the com- 
pletion of the proposed, new facility 
within 20-22 months, Gifts and grants to 
the library campaign now total ap- 
proximately $13,000,000, the amount 
needed to cover the costs of all con- 
struction and equipment, with the 
remaining funds for endowment to be 
raised during the conclusion of the cam-

The Atlanta University-Center is: ¢éom- 
posed of Atlanta University, a ‘graduate 
institution; the Interdenominational 
Theological Center, a federation of seven 
Protestant seminaries; and. Clark, 
Morehouse, Morris Brown and Spelman 
Colleges. 

The first formal affiliation of the cen-- 
tury-old ‘institutions, occurred im 1929 
and led soon thereafter~ te: the~ con>” 
struction of a central library for an an- 
ticipated 2,000 students. Today, ap- 
proximately 8,500 students are: enrolled 
on. the six contiguous campuses. which 
occupy over 200 acres a mile west of 
downtown Atlanta. 

The design of the new AUC Library as 
now planned calis for a 248,000 square 
foot structure that will more than, 
adequately meet the Center’s needs for 
the foreseeable future and still provide 
for future expansion, if necessary. The 
present joint library facility, by contrast, 
has 41,000 square feet. 

The library campaign, Or. Merideth 
stressed, will be continued in order to 
raise the endowment necessary to main- 
tain the new facility.

Political indifference is not only 
prevalent among adults, but very few 
of our Black youths, 18 to 21, are vot- 
ing. Before the vote was given to the 
eighteens, thére was a great clamour « 
fer ‘giving young people a voice in 
gévernmeént. Registration drives were 
evén. conducted in the public 
S6NGdls. Of course if parents don't 
vote, there is little likelihood that 
children will vote. 

‘Titose- people who do the most 
compidifiing about racial conditions 
aré themselves notoriously the worst 
votérs. Those who have. gone 
through the trials of life and have 
rea@hed their golden years, are 
among the largest group of voters. 
They know from bitter experience 
what voting or not voting can do. 

It will be tragic if we lose any of 
the gains we made as a result of the 
civil rights crusade waged by Dr. 
Martin Luther King. Many of these 


gains are already being erdded by . 


new laws and court decisions. 

These amongst Us with education 
and experience, have a leadership 
responsibility. By precept and exam- 
ple we must be a guiding light to 
those who are_less fortunate. 

Every vote we cast is a nail in the 
coffin of racism. However, there can 
never be a burial until the coffin lid is 
nailed down tight. We in Ohio, should 
‘make this Nov. 7th an election day of 
historic importance.

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United Nations Am- 
bassador Andrew Young 
spoke at the Coalition for 
Political Participation's 
first annual voter 
mobilization rally held at 
East High School Satur- 


Approximately 500 com- 
munity residents attended 
the rally and heard Am- 
bassador Young,. guber- 
natorial candidate Richard 
R. Celeste, State Rep. Les 
Brown and U.S. Under 
Secretary of the Interior, 
James .Josephs inform 
them of the: necessity of 
exercising their right to 
vote. 

The Under Secretary 
who was in town to 
celebrate the 50th An- 
niversary of the Ohio 
Theatre, spoke about the 
role of black = ad- 
ministrators in govern- 
mental service and within 
the Carter administration 
in particular. 

Josephs pointed out that 
blacks and the poor, in the 
past, have tended to look 
erroneously at the civil 
rights movement as merely 
an avenue to social service 
ageencies. 

“We have to demand 
that black folks have a 
piece of the action and 
_that resources at all levels 
Of ‘government be used to 
benefit all the people,” 
Josephs declared. 

Assessing the technical 
assistance and govern- 
mental contracts that his 
office had been able to 
give black businessmen, 
Josephs indicated that 
President Carter 
deliberately appointed 
blacks to non-traditional 
positions in government in 


order to supply ‘new 
resources for the = black 
community.” 


He also revealed that his 
office now has economic 
backing from a major 
government grant to 
revitalize urban parks and 
recreation systems. In ad- 
dition, his comments rein- 
forced the Coalition's plan- 
ned efforts in the area of 
economic development. 

At a reception following 
Young's address, the 
Coalition membership 
presented a $1,000. con- 
tribution to the Celeste 
campaign. 

The Coalition was for- 
med in 1971 by a small 
group of determined black 
citizens who came 
together to secure the 
election of James. A. 
Roseboro to Columbus 
City Council. And, in 1975, 
the group provided the 
organizational basis for the 
election of Jerry Hammond 
to City Council. 

Currently chaired by 
Hammond and coordinated 
by Ray Miller, the Coalition 
has demonstrated a con- 
tinued interest: in com- 


munity affairs by actively. 


being involved in every 
major campaign con- 
ducted in the city within 
the past few years. 

In the future, the 
Coalition intends to 
heighten its political thrust 
and broaden its activities 
in the area of economics, 
education and com- 
munications.

Exating Trip. To Orient

The labels, “made in 
Taiwan," hold a particular 
significance for me now. 
You see, | spent three and 
one-half days in beautiful 
Taipei, capital city of 
Taiwan, the Republic of 
China. 

The country is shaped 


like an open tobacco leaf 
“as viewed from the Japan- 


Asia Airways, fit. 203, on 
our way to the Orient. 
Taipei is 240 miles long 
and 85 miles wide at its 
broadest points. Hills and 
mountains cover two-thirds 
of the island, which has 62 
peaks more than 10,000 
feet high. Taipei has a 
population of nearly 2 
million, 

Vista Travel Agency, 
Detroit, owned and 
operated by the Rev. Mrs. 
Elizabeth G. Doles, plan- 
ned the extensive and in- 
formative Orient trip. The 
real purpose, of which, 
was to attend the World 
Baptist Youth Alliance held 
in Manila, the Philippine 
Islands. The agency 
arranged three and four 
day stops in Tokyo, Taipei, 
Hongkong and Honolulu. 
We were in Manila for the 
five days of the Con- 
ference. bee 

It was only a two an 
one-quarter hour flight bet- 
ween Tokyo and Taipei, 
the home of the late 
Generalissimo Chiang Kai 
Shek.

ner and ride in a taxicab. 
The hotel is a tradition in 
the Far East. It stands on a 
hill outside Taipei a short 
distance from the airport. It 
resembles a magnificent 
Chinese temple with its 
two red roofs that cover 
the first original 12-story 
building. The bridge en- 
trance to the Grand Hotel 
'$ Supported by four huge 
red columns. Atop the 
pillars are pagoda like 
roofs, seven in number. 
_ The: new annex con- 
tinues the decor of the 
older building with an in- 
viting 25 foot wide central 
Staircase, Italian marble 
balusters railing and steps. 
Handsome _ woodcarvings 
covered the walls of the 
immense lobby. The rich 


looking wood floors 
Parquetry and : 
geometrically designed 


were kept shining. 

Fortunately, our rooms 
were in the older building, 
where the floors were more 
comfortable to use. Each 
Suite had one wall of glass 
sliding doors that opened 
onto a lanai (veranda). 
Early each morning the air 
was filled with noises of 
visiting resident joggers, 
who exhibited western 
culture to an amusing 
relaxed Asian audience, 

Tap’ water was not 
suggested for drinking. Pit- 
chers of distrilled -water 
were plentiful. The two 
buildings of the hote! are 
connected by a'conference 
room and dining hall, 
which forms a bridge over 
a parking’ area. The two 
rooms have a seating 
capacity of 1200. The con- 
vention hall on the 12th 
floor seats 1,500 persons, 
There are 15 other con- 
ference rooms for special 
function with facilities for 
10-500 persons, and seven 
restaurants and dining 
rooms are also available. 
The lower floor of the 
annex houses an immense 
shopping arcade, plus 
computer services. 

On Monday, we visited 
the National Martyrs 
Shrine built in memory of 
the nation’s patriots and 
martyrs by President 
Chiang Kai-shek. It faces 
the Keelung river, oc- 
cupying an area of 470,000 
square ft., and is enclosed 
by a long, scarlet brick 
wall. Traditional Chinese 
palace architecture is 
reflected in the artistic 
balustrades, decorated 
beam and painted pillars. 
The shrine presents a 
solemn, splendid effect. 

We spent quite a long 
time at the National Palace 
Museum. To really un- 
derstand the importance of 
the museum and its con- 
tents: it is guarded con- 


‘stantly inside and outside, 


day and night. According 
to our tour quide, Susi, 
more than. 600,000 pieces 
of fine chinese art, in- 
cluding paintings, pottery, 
jade, bronzes, prehistoric 
stone tools, Buddhist ritual 
implements and 
calligraphy are located in 
the Palace Museum. The 
items were removed from 
the Imperial Palace in 
Peking within one week of 
the hurried flight from 
communist rule in 1949, by - 
the order of the president 
of Nationalist China, 
Chiang Kai-shek. Cameras 
are not permitted to be 
used inside the building 
It is located on the out- 
skirts of Taipei with moun- 
tains of green foliage as a 
background. Taiwan is one 
of the most beautiful 
islands of the Orient, and 
cne of the few places you 
can find genuine Chinese 
culture, The intricately 
defined pieces of porcelain 
date back to the Han 
dynasty, 202 BC-220 AD. 


Paintings that were made * 


during the Mongol_rule of 
China in 1260-1368, depict 
the short necks of the 
warriors, small, fragile 
Buddhas with smiling 
faces, up to’ Large Bud- 
dhas~ with 


located in one building. 
On our trip to the 
Lungshan Temple, our bus 
caught on fire. We exited 
in front of the temple. It is 
dedicated to the Buddhist 


impassive _ 
features, all of this beauty 


goddess of Mercy. Ten 
minutes after leaving the 
bus we were surrounded 
by crowds of people. not to 


see the bus afire, but to © 


see us. There we were, 15 
women of all shapes and 
sizes, all much larger than 
they, in their city and in 
front of their sacred tem- 
ple. It was both amusing 
and frightening. The 
people really stared at us, 
and. jabbered to each 
other, in Manderin, or 
Japanese, but certainly not 
English. They thought we 
had jinxed the bus. Some 
of the braver ones rushed 
into” the temple, grabbed 
the Sensor -Stick and 
evidently prayed for mercy 
from their goddess. The 
temple was built in 1738 
during the Ch’ing dynasty. 
Chinese temples are open 
and ware with two or 
three wed, burnt red 
roofs, one above the other. 
The wide roof: overhang 
keeps out the summer high 
sun and lets the winter low 
sun inside. Chinese 
Pagodas are round and 
high, sometimes octagonal 
with eight or ten roofs, 
decreasing in width as the 
building increases in 
height. 

When we left the temple, 
Susi signaled four cruising 
cabs, they are plentiful and 
inexpensive. The drivers 
made ‘U’ turns from both 
sides of the crowded 
street. Then the fun began. 
The normally 35-minute 
trip was over in ap- 
proximately 19 minutes. 
The drivers didn’t -un- 
derstand English; or 
pretended not to, so they 
lanored our pleas for safer 
riving. Kawasaki cycles 
are aS popular as the sub- 
compact cars in Taipei. 
Motorcycle riders are 
youthful, daring and well- 
experienced in dodging 
and darting through their 
self-improvised lanes of 
traffic. Traffic flows to the 
right. 

On the wider streets, 
usually divided, there are 
at least three lanes of auto 
traffic and in between, 
going in and out, are four 
lanes of motor cycle traffic 
and in between, going in 
and out, are four lanes of 
motor cycle traffic. The 
moment a space opens up 
in front of a driver, both 
cyclist and car drivers 
shoot for the space. Our 
cab drivers did the same, 
The city of Taipei has very 
long blocks between 
openings, and very few 
traffic lights, So we sat in 
our cab, petrified with fear, 
waiting with our eyes 
closed for the crash that 
never came. | asked the 
driver about insurance 
rates. He didn't understand 
my English, but | wondered 
why he smiled so broadly. 

Facts about Taipei: New 
Taiwan dollar is called NT. 
35.95 to U.S. $1.00. As 
usual your best exchange 
is at a bank. The dollar did 
not devalue during our 
stay in Taiwan, but your 
change is always in. NT 
money. We saw no 
Christian churches, but 
were told there were a few. 
Mostly temples, either Bud- 
dhism, Taoism, or Islam 
were seen. Tipping is up to 
the individual, since a 10 
percent service charge is 
added to room rates and 
meals, Nine years of public 
education 
American credit cards 
were permitted, although 
the proprietors felt that the

Summer Bulbs Must Be 
Stored Before Frost 


Tender bulbs are those 
which will not tolerate hard 
freezing and can be left in 
the ground only in the war- 
mer zones. In our area, 
these bulbs must be taken 
up when frost kills the 
foliage, and stored inside 


over winter. Some of the 
popular bulbs include 
dahlia, gladiolus, canna, 


tuberous-rooted begonia, 
and others. If stored and 
cared for correctly, these 
can be saved year after 
year. 

“Bulb” is often used 
erroneously to refer to any 
underground storage 
organ of these plants. The 
Structure of this under- 
ground organ varies, 
however; the organ may be 
a corm or a tuberous root 
and not a bulb at all. 

Tuberous begonias and 
cannas can be handled the 
same way. After frost kills 
the tops, dig the canna 
rhizome and the begonia 
tuber. Remove the foliage 
from each organ, and allow 
them to dry for a few days. 
Bury the rhizomes and 
tubers in peat moss or 
sawdust in boxes. Store in 
a dry area at 50 degrees F.; 
do not let them freeze. 

Dahlias have tuberous 
roots which must be lifted 
in the fall a few days after 
frost kills the tops. Remove 
most of the soil from the 
roots. Let the clumps dry 
off for a few hours, then 
pack them in peat moss in 
plastic bags. Inspect roots 
once a month over winter 
to make sure they are not 
shrivelling; they need suf- 
ficient moisture to prevent 
this. 

Gladiolus corms can be 
dug as soon as the foliage 
dries. Snap off the dead 
tops and remove soil from 
the corms. Also remove the 
old corm, or “mummy.” Af- 
ter drying for a few days, 
store in peat moss or 
sawdust in a cool (35 
degrees-40 degrees F.), dry 
place.
